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Hou Mr. COX from the moment the Legiſlature 


| benevolently permitted him to diſpoſe of his Muſeum by a 
Lottery, has been inceſſantly defirous to give the public every 
poſſible information, it was wholly out of his power either to 


deliver ſo particular a Scheme, or fo accurate a deſeription of the 
Prizes, as he wiſhed, till the intended additions to h's ſuperb 
collection, were nearly finiſh'd, —That period has at length ar- 


riv'd, and he is encourag'd by many of the moſt diſtinguiſh'd 
names in the ſcientific, as well as in the great world, to hope, 


that the bare adm.flion to a fight of his labours, abſtracted from 


the eventual intereſt which every Ticket is allow'd in the pro- 
perty, will be univerſally acknowledg'd to deſerve even twice 
the money which procures both that admiſſion and that intereſt 


to the leveral adventurers, —In reality, the merit of the Artiſts 


employed on the ſeveral works which are now to be ſold through 


the medium of his Lottery, is ſo very extraordinary, that he can 


find no words in the whole extent of the engliſh language ts do 
them ſufficient juſtice ; the Reader therefore muſt not be ſur- 
priz d if in the courſe of the following inventory, the deſerip- 


tions are every moment mingled with epithets of admiration. 
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Let him, at leaſt, ſee the works in queſtion, before he cenſures 
the wermth with which they are deſcrib'd, and he will ſoon 
find in the greatneſs of his own aſtoniſhment, an ample apology 
for the fervour of the deſeriber. 

It is univerſally acknowledg'd, that in all poliſh' countries 
the cultivation of the fine Arts has been conſtantly attended to 
as a circumſtance eſſentially requiſite, to elevate the character of 
the people, Greece is more celebrated for its genius. than Rome 
is for iis dominion; and it is the peculiar glory of Great Britain, 
that the protection in this age, ſo liberally extended to artiſts of 
every den»minat!on. is iook'd upon no leſs as an honour to our 
national good ſenſe, than as an elegant avenue to our national 

property.— The arts, Mr. Cox begs leave to obſerve, have their 
importance as well as their beauty; and we, are fortunately 
| blefſeg with a ſovereign who is perfectly acquainted, with 
their worth; — they open the powers of the human inven» 
tion, and fargith employment for thouſands, — they keep 


' immenſe ſums at home, which the opulent would otherwiſe _ 


ſend abroad for works of ſplendour or ingenuity ; and they 
even bring in immenſe ſums from other kingdoms.— Mr. Cox 
for his own part, is happy enough to have prov'd before the 
honourable Houfe of Commons, while the Bill for his Lottery 
was in agitation, that beſides giving bread to many large families, 
his exports have brought more than half a million flerling to 
the port of London within the laſt ſeven years. Mr. Cox muſt 
therefore, again remark, that the fine arts are treated much too 


lightly, when they are conſider'd only as ſo many miniſters of 


pleaſure to a ſplendid curioſity.— They are to be weighed in the 
ſcale of utility, as well as in the ballance of ornament, when 
they either ſave or bring us money, and of courſe deſerve every 
encourazemens which is given to our moſt capital manufactures, 
— To philoſophize and rail againſt the arts, as luxuries, is to lay a 
generel axe to the root of all Art and all Science, — The luxuries 
of the rich, are the chief ſources of employment for the poor, 


and the revenues of the State are collected in a great mea - 


ſore from the luxuries of the whole community; let us not 


look at luxury then partially, and dwell entirely upon its caſual 


| inconveniencies. when in fact it is the grand ſtimulus which gives 


ufleerſel being to induſtry, and forms not only our thief happineſs 


AS ek. but our chief greatanls as a people, —'Tis the 
| defire 
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deſire of polfeſfing the comforts, nay the 4 of life, 
that quickens ali our purſuits, and without this deſire, our natio- 


nal coffers would not only he ipeedily exhauſted, but nine tenths, 


of our inhabitants immediately without bread, — If Philoſophy 
would reduce 43 to a ſtate ot paſtoral ſimplicity, and confine 
us to thoſe articles which are ſolely neceſſary for our exiſtence, 
let Philoſophy recoll-@ the wretched ſituation of feebleneſs, 
ignorance, and barbarity, in which thoſe countries are plunged, 
that have hitherto continued unacquainted with Juxury,—The 
Abo.igenes of America, the Negroes on the Gold Ccaft, the 
Tribes of Arabia, are all ſtrangers to luxury in our ſenſe of the 
term, and fit down philoſophically contented with food, teſt, 
and covering. Vet who will venture to ſay that the contracted 
circle of their wants, has made them happier, wiſer, or more 
formidable than thoſe nations in which luxury has moſt exten» 


fively ſown the numberleſs demands of artificial neceſſity.— 


Little as they have to contend for, they are engaged in almoſt : 
perpetual hoſtilities; and ſew as their wants are, they find a 
greater difficulty in ſatisfying them, than we do in the acqui- 
ſition of our principal enjoyments.— Their utter unacquaintance 
beſides with that bugbear of philoſophy, luxury, neither renders 
them more numerous, nor more virtuous, than the ſons of ci— 


vilization, —On the contrary, they are remarkably addicted to 


our worſt vices, and ſo impotent an enemy, that a ſingle Euro- 
pean regiment would exterminate a whole natien,—what then 
have theſe poor people benefitted by their ignorance of luxury? 
This iſland, when its manners were equaliy ſimple, when the 
bare earth ſerv'd our anceſtors for a bed; When the ſkin of a 
beaſt was an appendage of Gentility, and a fine Lady conceiv'd 
herſelf elegantly dreſt if ſhe could decorate her ſhoulders with 


a piece of an old blanket, this iNand was equally wretched, 


barbarous, and defenceleſs; nor was it *till Trade had ſo ex- 
tended the arms of luxury, as to mtroduce ten thouſand ar- 
tificial wants, which furniſhed ten thouſand ſources of em 


©  ployment for the people, that we were able to make a figure 


among the nations, and formidable enough to repel the invaſion 
of our enemies, — As Luxury encreas'd, the fine arts gradually 
made their appearance, the Sciences were cultivated, and every 
man defirous of obtaining the elegancies of life for himſelf, 
„„ U laboured 
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laboured to ſtrike out a eertain metho! of precuring them.— 


Hence originated the noble ſpirit of induſtry.—hence the powers 


of the human mind were happily call'd forth, and hence what 
Philoſophy abſurdly reprobated as the bane, became in reality 


the greateſt bleſſing of ſociety.—Superficial reaſonzrs however 


are eternally recurring to the uſefulre,s of things, and condemn— 
Ing every art diſcriminately, for which they do not perceive an 
immediate nece//ity.—But ſurely in a commercial country, where 
Ivrury mvſt conſtitute the very ſoul of Trade, nothing can be 


more impolitic.— It has, for inſtance, been repeatesly obſery'd 


of Mr, Cox's labours, that though they are wonders of inge- 


nuity and ſplendour, they were nevertheleſs of no rea] 2e. 


but ſurely they were of great utility, if they brought half a 
million into the kingdom. — If for years they furniſhed em- 
ployment to hundreds, and tended in that emplo ment to en- 


creaſe the public revenue, -Caſuiſts of the nature alluded to, 


may on ite ſame principle tel! us, hat we can live verw well 
without Poets, Painters, Muſicians, Architects, Statuaries, 


| Carvers, Gilders, Engravers, and the whole army of workmen 
dependent on the fine arts; ray, they may go farther, and tell 
us, bat we an do very well without Goidſmi.hs, Jewellers, 


War akers, Mercers, Coachmakers, and an infinite va- 


riety of other artiſicers.— All this is very true, and lite may 


be ſappo te] as our anceftors experienc'd before the Roman 


Invaſion, witl:o:1t ſhoes or ſtockipęs, without hats or Wigs, 


without filks or velve's, without cambric or lace, wichout 


linen or woollen, and without ſending a fingle ſhip for PE 


either to the Laſt or Weſt In'irs ; but will theſe conſummate 
Philo; hers tell us, how our people in ſuch a caſe are to be 


maint n'd, how our Trade 1s to be ke-t op on their ſyſtem 
of Gmplicity, how our Taxes are to be 1a:3'd, and how we 


are to prevent the eneroachments of our enemies?— If our 
Trade extends in proportion to our Juxury, and our opulence 
35 to reſ{uit from our Trade, every new manufacture, let the 
ſpecies he what it vill, is a real benefit to the ſtate, which 


frikes out a new mode of honeſt employment for the ps ple. 
. — Mr, Cox has, perhaps been too minutely explicit on this 


occaſion; but as it is extremely taſhionable at preſent to rail 


ugainſt luxury, without conſidering that it forms the great 


foundation 
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Ft of our private enjoyments, as well as of our public” 
proſperity, he judg'd this digreſſion neceſſary as a geueral de- 


fence for the fine arts, and ſhall now turn to the particular |

In the year 1769 the fellow to this ſtupendous piece, was 
ſent on board the Triton Indiaman to Canton, and now adorns 


the palace of the Emperor of China.
